Explosion flattens building 


2 women, dog rescued 
after apartment collapses

Chicago Fire Department crews rescued two 
people and a dog trapped in the rubble of an 
apartment building that “pancaked” follow- 
ing a loud explosion Sunday evening in Wash- 
ington Park. 

The building collapse in the 5800 block of 
South Calumet Avenue trapped two women 
and a dog named Tigger, all of whom survived, 
authorities said. Roughly 40 minutes elapsed 
between the Fire Department getting the 
call and pulling the second of the two women 
from the rubble, authorities said. 

The explosion’s cause wasn’t known Sunday 
night. 

“Something blew up and the whole building 
is pancaked,” Fire Department spokesman 
Larry Langford said. 

Both women, one in her late 50s and the 
other in her late 70s, were in serious-to-crit- 
ical condition but were talking at the scene. 
Fire Department officials said. The younger 
woman was taken to the University of Chi- 
cago Medical Center and the older woman to 
Stroger Hospital, officials said. 

Angela Brooks, 40, who lives on the top 
floor of the building next door, said she heard 



a boom before she looked out the window 
to see a thick cloud of smoke. Once Brooks 
learned the two people were OK, she said, she 
could start worrying about her car, which was 
partly covered in rubble. 

“It sounded like a transformer blew,” 
Brooks said. “It moved my bed over.” 

McKinley Jenkins, a neighbor across the 
street, said she heard a boom and saw a blue 
light when she looked out her apartment win- 
dow Smoke and ashes then flew into her hall- 
way when she briefly opened the door after 
the blast. 

One of her neighbors thought it was a gun- 
shot at first. 

“It wasn’t la] gunshot,” Jenkins said. “The 
whole building went to the ground.” 


-for-pedestrian signs hit by cars 


Most stop

Signs placed in the road alerting motorists 
they must stop for pedestrians in crosswalks 
are a popular safety tool in Chicago neigh- 
borhoods, city officials say Among drivers, 
they’re another kind of big hit. 

Some 268 of the 344 signs have been replaced 
after being dinged or wiped out by vehicles, ac- 
cording to data the Tribune obtained from the 
Chicago Department of Transportation. 

Many of the signs have been replaced more 
than once, at a cost of more than $500 per 
sign, officials added. 

The stop signs have been installed citywide 
at 220 locations since mid-2012 to increase 
compliance with a 2010 state law requiring 
drivers to stop whenever a pedestrian has en- 
tered a crosswalk. 

The law amended a previously existing law, 
which safety officials considered vague, re- 
quiring drivers only to yield to pedestrians. It 
also applies to all intersections across Illinois, 
sign or no sign. 


More than 3,000 accidents and an average 
of 30 pedestrian deaths a year in the city are 
caused by vehicles hitting people, accord- 
ing to the Chicago Police Department. This 
year’s death toll is 29, authorities said Friday 
Chicago police officers issued 1,933 tick- 
ets to drivers who violated the must-stop law 
during 86 enforcement stings this year at in- 
tersections where pedestrian crashes have 
occurred or where the public has complained 
about drivers failing to stop for pedestrians in 
crosswalks, police said Friday 

In the enforcement operations, a plain- 
clothes officer attempts to cross at a cross- 
walk. Drivers who fail to stop are pursued by 
squad cars and issued $120 tickets. 

The almost 2,000 tickets written during 
ramped-up stings this year exceeded the more 
than 1,200 tickets issued citywide last year, of- 
ficials said. Citywide numbers for 2014 to date 
are not yet available, police said. 

CDOT estimated the cost to install initial 
and replacement must-stop signs at $265,000 


to date. The money comes from the alder- 
manic menu program, which pays for infra- 
structure investments in each ward. 

The money spent has been a good investment 
in safety Chicago Transportation Commission- 
er Rebekah Scheinfeld said, because “the signs 
have gone a long way in increasing driver aware- 
ness of the 4-year-old state la\y” she said. 

Though 268 signs have been replaced at 
117 locations, damaged or destroyed signs at 
an undetermined number of other crosswalks 
still await the release of menu funds to pay for 
repair or replacement, officials said. 

One location is at Milwaukee and Sawyer 
avenues, where all that remains of the must- 
stop-for-pedestrians sign is its base. In addi- 
tion, the crosswalk markings on the pave- 
ment are badly faded. 

Margie Mendez pushed her baby daugh- 
ter in a blanket-covered stroller Thursday 
while she held the hand of her 7-year-old son, 
Aaron. Mendez pushed back the hood on her 
coat to get a better view of traffic on the busy 


stretch of Milwaukee. What she saw was that 
no one stopped to let her cross. 

After she crossed, Mendez said the cross- 
ing was safer when the must-stop sign, which 
disappeared earlier this year, was in the faces 
of drivers. 

“The problem is drivers are in too much of 
a hurry all the time,” she said. “I worry about 
all the children walking to school.” 

The Milwaukee- Sawyer intersection is in 
Logan Square and one-half block from the 
35th Ward office of Aid. Rey Colon. 

“These signs are very popular with constit- 
uents who request them often,” Colon said. 
But he said the average life of the signs “is like 
freshly cut flowers that wither and die.” 

About half of the 268 replaced signs are on 
at least their second incarnation at many of 
the 117 crosswalks where vehicles scattered 
the stop signs like bowling pins, CDOT offi- 
cials said. 

The good news is that the plastic signs, un- 
like human lives, can be replaced.

Emanuel sculpts a more 
visual landscape with art 
In the parks Initiative

Chicago’s museums aren’t the only homes to 
thought-provoking, inspiring and exceptional 
works of art. 

Consider the bronze sculpture by Chris- 
topher Wool called “Untitled (2013),” which 
stands next to Buckingham Fountain in Grant 
Park. A temporary installation there since Au- 
gust, it had stints at the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago and, before that, as part of an exhibit last 
year at the Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum 
in Newark. 

Wool’s work in Grant Park is part of an ini- 
tiative Mayor Emanuel has been pushing since 
taking office to feature art in city parks, on the 
lakefront, in neighborhoods and other public 
places. As he prepares for a re-election bid, he’s 
talking up the initiative again, and saving on 
the costs of commissioning original pieces by 
showcasing art on loan from other cities. 

Integrating and expanding art into public 
places were among the recommendations 
proposed in the city’s cultural plan released 
in 2012. Fast forward two years, the park dis- 
trict is looking to create private partnerships 
to fund an endowment for future artwork and 
set up a network with other major cities, such 
as Miami and Los Angeles, to bring pieces of 
art to Chicago and put them on display in- 
stead of sitting in a warehouse. 

Emanuel’s office invited RedEye on a trol- 
ley tour last month with stops at five tempo- 
rary public art installations on the lakefront. 

“It’s part of our overall goal of using public 
spaces for art, whether it’s a subway station 
or T stops or along Lake Shore Drive, in our 
neighborhoods,” the mayor said. “If you go to 
Logan Square, you’ll see it on the boulevard 
land] also at Night Out in the Parks, where 
we have performance art.” 

To get the art into the program, the park 
district, in collaboration with an ad-hoc arts 
committee of curators and city officials, 
works to identify available sculptures, calcu- 
late the costs of relocating them to Chicago 
and determine the installation sites. 

Artists donate the pieces to the city for a 
year, and the park district allocates $250,000 
to $300,000 annually— a figure that will be 
maintained in next year’s budget— to pay for 
transportation and installation, said Michael 
Kelly, CEO of the Chicago Park District. 

“We’re trying to hold steadfast paying a lit- 
tle bit of money getting the art for one to three 
years, holding on to it and then letting it go to 
another city and bringing in something else,” 


Kelly told RedEye during the trolley tour. 

Three white aluminum and fiberglass sculp- 
tures that are part of Alice Aycock’s “Park Av- 
enue Paper Chase” collection were relocated 
in August from New Tbrk’s Park Avenue to 
Chicago’s lakefront. The seven-piece collec- 
tion reportedly cost more than $i million to 
commission, but Chicago paid just $70,000 
to bring three pieces — entitled “Waltzing 
Matilda,” “Spin- the- Spin” and “Twin Vortex- 
es”— here and install them in spots Aycock 
herself selected at 46th, 47th and 48th streets 
and the lakefront path. 

“Right now, we don’t have the resources to 
commission artists to create work new,” said 
Nathan Mason, art committee member and 
curator of exhibits and public art for the city’s 
Department of Cultural Affairs and Special 
Events. “It’d be great if there were a local 
patron who wanted to come and underwrite 
sculptures to create new work.” 

With Lake Michigan as its backdrop, the 
lakefront provides an opportunity to give art- 
ists exposure for their work, Emanuel said. 


“It is Chicago’s front door,” he said. “I do 
want it to be a bike path, a running path, but 
a place where families also stroll and see art.” 

The push to add more public sculptures was 
born after Chicago Sculpture International 
raised funds for a yearlong lakefront exhibi- 
tion of large-scale public outdoor works in a 
partnership with the Chicago Park District to 
complement the 2012 International Sculpture 
Conference here. Mason said. 

Since Kelly became the park district CEO 
in 2011, he set a goal to have art in every park 
in Chicago. There are more than 580 parks 
in Chicago. He estimated he was about one- 
third of the way to his goal. 

Recent additions of public art include Rob- 
ert Lobe’s “Nature’s Clock,” once on display 
at Prospect Park in Brooklyn but now located 
on the Museum Campus, and Ai Weiwei’s 
“Circle of Animals/Zodiac Heads,” formerly 
mounted at the Cleveland Museum of Art and 
now stationed outside the Adler Planetarium. 
More permanent outdoor artwork on park 
property ranges from the painted trees at lo- 


cations such as 31st Street Beach to the head- 
less figures in Grant Park. 

Kelly said he hopes having higher works of 
art will start generating momentum and phil- 
anthropic support. 

“This is a ridiculous success to get the Ay- 
cock pieces, [Lobe’s] piece and this Christo- 
pher Wool piece,” Kelly said. “This probably 
will lead to an even better year in 2015 with 
more pieces coming.”

All aboard holiday transit

The annual CTA Holiday Train returns next month, and now 
there’s a holiday bus, too. 

The CTAwiU operate the holiday bus, a 6o-foot bus adorned 
with festive decorations that features a picture of “Ralphie the 
Reindeer,” until Dec. 23, the agency announced Friday 

The bus made its debut Saturday at the Magnificent Mile 
Festival of Lights parade. Starting Dec. 2, the bus will operate 
generally from i p.m. to 8 p.m. on nine regular CTA routes that 
serve downtown, the CTA said. 

The CTA Bus Thacker will denote the holiday bus with a 
candy cane. Normal CTA bus fares apply to ride the bus. 

The bus is supposed to complement the Holiday Train, a 
train decorated with Christmas gear that will begin its annual 
run the day after Thanksgiving on the Green Line. The CTA 
on Friday also released the Holiday Train schedule. 

Normal CTA fares apply to board the Holiday Train, which 
makes stops at all stations along the respective routes. The 
train typically operates from 3 p.m. to 7 p.m. on weekdays and 
I p.m. to 8 p.m. on weekends. Riders can track the train with 
the CTA Train Tracker app, transitchicago.com/traintracker, 
which will feature a candy cane next to the train’s estimated 
arrival time, tswartz@tribune.com i @tracyswartz

Deferring interest could come back to bite you 


By Megan Crepeau i redeye 
This holiday season, if a re- 
tailer offers you a financing 
deal that sounds too good to 
be true, it probably is. 

That’s the takeaway of a new report from 
cardhub.com warning against deferred-inter- 
est payment plans, calling them potentially 
“financially disastrous.” 

Upon signing up for financing, perhaps in 
the form of a store credit card, purchasers may 
be offered a plan that would eliminate interest 
for a set amount of time. But there’s a catch. 

If they don’t pay everything off by the end of 
the zero-interest period, or if they make a pay- 
ment more than 6o days late, then the interest 
rate can apply to the entire balance. 

“Even if you only have five dollars left to pay 
off, that interest rate, which can sometimes be 
like 30 percent, will apply to the whole balance 


no matter how much you have left to pay” 
CardHub spokeswoman Jill Gonzalez said. 

Chi Chi Wu, an attorney at the National 
Consumer Law Center, warns shoppers to 
stay away from the plans altogether. 

“People may plan to pay it off, but life 
happens, and they might lose their jobs, they 
might have an unexpected medical expense,” 
Wu said. “They’re now going to be stuck pay- 
ing this retroactive interest.” 

If a shopper can’t pay cash, Gonzalez and 
Wu both said finding a traditional credit card 
would be a better option. Those can offer 
low introductory interest rates without the 
deferred-interest snag. 

“If it’s a purchase that’s discretionary ... try 
to put it off and pay cash,” Wu said. “{Or} try 
to find a true o percent deal, not one that’s de- 
ferred interest, but a mainstream credit card 
that really does give you o percent for a year.”

People often want to describe Alana Arenas’ 
eclectic personal style as “funky” But the 
33-year-old Steppenwolf Theatre ensemble 
member really would prefer that they didn’t. 

“That is a word that I actually hate,” Arenas 
said. “I just feel like [my style is] just flavorful 
and most people just aren’t used to flavor, so 
anything that says I took time to think about 
what I’m going to put on— that’s ‘funky’ ” 

That flavor likely has at least some of its 
roots in the breezy fashions and bold colors 
of Miami, where Arenas spent her childhood. 
When she moved to Chicago in 1998, it wasn’t 
only the temperature change Arenas had to 
adjust to— her new city’s more subdued color 
palette was something of a shock to the sys- 
tem as well. 

“I had all these colorful clothes and every- 
body here was really into navy blue and black 
and gray My mom would send me clothes and 
it would like bright yellow, and orange and red, 
and finally I just had to be like, ‘Mom, they 
don’t get down like that,’ ’’she said. “Because I 
felt like I was sticking out like a sore thumb.” 

These days, the accomplished actress 
doesn’t seem to mind standing out, on-stage 
or off After playing roles in productions 
from ‘Arabian Nights” to “The Crucible” 
at Steppenwolf and other local companies. 
Arenas, who now lives with her husband in 
Bronzeville, credits her life in theater with in- 
spiring her “all over the place” fashion sense. 
One day she might sport an oversized T-shirt 
and a sideways hat, the next, a Victorian era 
thrift store find, she said. While she gravitates 
toward color, comfortable pieces and femi- 
nine shapes. Arenas says she’ll try anything as 
long as it works for her. 

“More than one time I have had people tell 
me, ‘Every time I see you, you have a different 
look.’ I’ve never been able to just have a style 
that represents one particular style of dress- 
ing, like solely vintage or solely trendy I sort 
of mash it aU up,” she said. “It’s like I can see 
the beauty in all of it. It’s almost like charac- 
ters, right? They’re all people, they’re all beau- 
tiful and I’m interested in all of {them}.” 

Keeping such an open mind when it comes 
to her look has served Arenas well profession- 
ally, too. Before an audition, she’ll tailor her 
outfit to suggest the character she is reading 
for, something, she said, actors don’t always 
do, sometimes at their own peril. 

“Somebody can look at this outfit and say, 
‘Oh, she’s a bohemian artist.’ So that’s why I 
think to some degree I’m all over the place, 
because I know that certain things that I wear 
might signify some identity that’s not solely 
who I am,” Arenas said. 

Getting to embody different identities — and 
their wardrobes— is another perk of the job. 
Arenas says. Playing the title role in Looking- 
glass Theatre’s “Black Diamond,” for instance, 
and donning the Liberian militant character’s 
tight jeans, Kangol hat and cutout shirt, made 
Arenas feel “like a superhero,” she said. 
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Alana Ahenas wears a black dress she

Arenas’ own confidence off-stage when it 
comes to dressing herself has grown over the 
years as she’s learned to embrace what it is 
that she loves about style. While she once felt 
pressure to downplay her passion for clothes 
and accessories and keep her fashion choices 
within defined parameters, she now takes 
pride in her chameleon tendencies. 

“Over the years what I realized is that 
number one, it’s OK to be me, and it actu- 
ally makes sense, because I’m a person who 
plays different people,” Arenas said. “I reaUy 
have an appreciation for just doing what looks 
good on you.” 

In February Arenas will embark on yet 
another sartorial adventure onstage at Step- 
penwolf as she takes on one of history’s most 
infamous fashionistas, French queen Marie 
Antoinette. As usual. Arenas isn’t intimidated 
by the extravagant petticoats, corsets and 
baubles the role may require. 

“I love it,” she said. “I can’t wait.”

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Looking for the next 
Cards Against Humanity 
at the Toy and Game Fair

It’s called the Chicago Toy and Game Fair, but 
there’s more than just kids’ stuff at the annual 
two-day spectacle— held last weekend at the 
Navy Pier. 

Many creators and publishers of adult- 
friendly board and card games come to 
ChiTAG to show off their new fun-filled 
inventions in hopes that they might catch 
someone’s eye and become the next “Scrab- 
ble” or “Cards Against Humanity” RedEye 
strolled the show floor to find out what games 
had the most potential to become your next 
favorite bar activity or party favor. 

QUERY THE GAME 

WHAT IT IS: “Query” is a true analog game for 
a digital age. It’s filled with physical objects 
like cards and markers and dry erase boards, 


but it’s all about the Internet. More specifi- 
cally players guess an Internet search engine’s 
autocomplete results for a variety of random 
phrases. If you draw the card that begins with 
“Is it dangerous to ...”, for example, you must 
come up with one of the top ways Google tries 
to finish it for you based on popular searches 
(in this case, it’s “to eat moldy bread,” “wake a 
sleepwalker” and “swallow gum.”) Players earn 
points by voting for the correct answer over 
their friends’ wild conjecture— it’s like “Family 
Feud” meets “Balderdash.” 

This might sound like an idea concocted 
by tech nerds in Silicon Valley, but “Query” 
was created on a whim by Phoebe Stephens 
and Nikki Flowerday— two sisters living 
in Toronto. “We chat a lot and we’d test 
each other on funny Google autocompletes 
we found,” Stephens said. “Eventually we 
thought, hey, maybe this could be a game?” 
WHY IT*S COOL: It’s a fresh twist on an old 
formula that hilariously shows the bizarre 
and random way the Internet thinks. 


SELFIE: THE GAME OF SILLY 
EXPRESSIONS 

WHAT IT IS: Snapping a ducklipped photo of 
yourself is usually a solo gig, but one new board 
game transforms the selfie into a group activ- 
ity In “Selfie,” players are dealt a hand of seven 
cards— each containing prompts like “You got 
caught picking your nose” or “someone put a 
fish in the microwave.” You then take a picture 
that tries to convey the feeling of the card and 
show it to your opponents. They select a card 
from their hand that might be most suitable 
and— more often— most hilarious to match 
the expression. Think ‘Apples to Apples” if 
combined with Instagram. 

Cindy Saylor, marketing manager for “Self- 
ie” distributor USAopoly initially expected 
the game to appeal mostly to teens. “But 
we found out that a lot of 20- and 30 -some- 
things love to take selfies too,” Saylor said. 
WHY IT*S COOL: The name is a little off-put- 
ting— you can probably hear the deep sighs 
of your friends when you ask them to play a 


board game called “Selfie”— but it’s amusing 
once you give in to the conceit. 

LOUD ABOUT: A GAME OF 
ACTION MEMORY 

WHAT IT IS: Games of “Loud About” get silly 
and, yes, loud— extremely fast. It’s a card 
game for three to eight players in which each 
participant invents a quick action and a cor- 
responding sound or word based on hun- 
dreds of different categories. One of six cards 
(all of which are hipster-themed) are flipped 
on the table, and if there’s a match between 
two players, they race to act and yell out their 
opponent’s identity first. 

Creator Jeff Lai, who just launched a 
Kickstarter crowdfunding campaign for 
“Loud About” on Saturday, said the game has 
emerged as a popular drinking game at bars 
he’s tested it at in Canada. “Well, it’s just re- 
ally fun to yell out some of this stuff out at a 
bar,” Lai said. “You have a category like celeb- 
rities you dislike and shout ‘Kim Kardashian!’ 
and it gets ridiculous and awesome.” 

WHY IT*S COOL: There’s very little set-up 
involved and the rules are blazingly fast to 
learn. Y)u can get the gist of “Loud About” in 
about the time it takes to do a shot.

Big Time Rush singer 
showcases his solo act at 
Mag Mile Lights Festival 

Kendall Schmidt 
thinks a sweater 
may have been a 
bad choice for his 
“Windy City Live” 
performance. 

The actor and 
singer— best known 
as one-fourth of 
the Nickelodeon 
boy band Big Time 
Rush— was clearly 
sweating Thursday 
as he sang his solo 
Christmas song, “Blame It On The Mistle- 
toe,” on the ABC Chicago talk show Part of 
that had to do with his attire (he said he wore 
the sweater because of the song’s holiday 
theme). And part of that had to do with 
nerves. It was his first time performing the 
song in front of an audience. 

“You don’t know what people are going to 
think of a new song,” said Schmidt, who on 
Saturday was sporting a button-down shirt 
and unzipped wool jacket behind a makeshift 
stage in Pioneer Court, where he performed 
as part of the Magnificent Mile Lights Festi- 
val. ‘And in an environment like that, there’s 
no breeze. It’s quiet. The lights are on. And 
that’s probably why I’d never do a talk show” 

Schmidt normally takes the stage with 
Big Time Rush bandmates James Maslow, 
Carlos PenaVega (formerly Carlos Pena Jr.) 
and Logan Henderson. The guys, who are 
currently on hiatus, starred in “Big Time 
Rush,” a Nickelodeon comedy series, for four 
seasons. The show spawned a real band that 
recorded three studio albums and toured (One 
Direction opened for Big Time Rush in 2012). 
Big Time Rush released its most recent album, 
“24/Seven,” in 2013. 

Will there be another album down the 
road? 

“I suppose there’s always a possibility ” said 
Schmidt, a crowd of mostly teenage fans wait- 
ing behind a barricade nearby to meet him. 
“We talk about it all the time, but everyone is 
doing such different stuff now James was just 
filming a movie, Carlos has been on vacation a 
lot, Logan is auditioning, so it’s hard to get the 
schedules together. That being said. I’m very

aware that there’s a huge fan base of Big Time 
Rush fans that want to see us play so I’m going 
to constantly be the one pushing to get us to 
perform again.” 

Schmidt’s focus is currently on Heffron 
Drive, the duo he started with fellow Kansas 
native Dustin Belt before Big Time Rush. 
After Schmidt performed “Blame It On The 
Mistletoe” at Saturday’s festival— minus beads 
of sweat dripping down his forehead this 
time —Belt joined him on stage for a pair of 
acoustic Heffron Drive songs. Heffron Drive 
released its debut studio album, “Happy Mis- 
takes,” in September. 

“{Our} influences come from electronic 
music, rock music, acoustic stuff,” Schmidt 
said. “The original Heffron Drive stuff was 
always acoustic, which is why we just did an 
acoustic record. Haven’t finished it yet. We 
have a couple more songs. But the new stuff. 


I’m just trying to find a sound that I can call 
my own.” 

Don’t expect Schmidt to abruptly force 
adult themes into his music now that he’s not 
recording under the Nickelodeon umbrella. 
Schmidt doesn’t want to alienate fans and 
seems intent on making a smoother transition. 

“I didn’t necessarily want to have all the 
Heffron Drive songs be love songs that are just 
an age above what they were before,” Schmidt 
said. “There are some that are my age-appro- 
priate love songs. And there are songs that are 
more universal to just everybody One is called 
‘Passing Time’— it’s just a beautiful song. It’s 
complex, it’s deep, the depth of the words 
mean a lot. I hope that people, when they lis- 
ten to it, they’re not just going, like, ‘Oh, this is 
just going to be a pop thing. I should probably 
just skip over stuff ’There’s a lot of depth in it. 
And I’m proud of it.”
